IT IS, THEREFORE, ORDERED, that James D. Moody, Senior Status Magistrate, 
be, and he hereby is, recalled for temporary assignment to the Magistrate Court of Lewis 
County under the provisions of Article VIII, §§ 3 and 8 of the Constitution of West 
Virginia for the purpose of presiding as a visiting magistrate beginning on May 9, 2019, 
and continuing until the Chief Justice determines that assistance is no longer needed. 

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED, that, upon conclusion of this assignment, Magistrate 
Moody is authorized to enter orders that would conclude matters considered or heard by 
him during this assignment. 

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED, that the Circuit Clerk and Magistrate Clerk of Lewis 
County record this Order and that proceedings be held in the manner provided by law.
